*' ! Jerusalem Artichokes. 

There* is a widespread idea among 
•farmers that Jerusalem artichokes 
baye' very little nutriment that hogs 
jgftP 'make use -of. Potatoes, rutaba¬ 
gas • and pumpkins are much better 
known to farmers than artichokes, and 
as bog foods are more popular. Now- 
let us compare those: Rutabagas: 
ba r ve a total of nutriment of 9,5 p->r 
cent,; potatoes, 17.5 per cent.; pump¬ 
kins, 7,5 per cent.; 1 artichokes, 19.3 
per cent. Artichokes have twice as 
much protein as either pumpkins or 
rutabagas., and more than twice as 
much as potatoes; also more earboy- 
drates and fat than potatoes; twice as 
much as rutabagas and nearly three 
times as much as pumpkins. Besides 
these facts, artichokes are three times 
as easily grown as either of the others. 
Good ‘sandy loam suits Them best, 
though they will grow and,.produce 
large yields on almost any kind of 
land. Plant like Irish potatoes, though' 
they will grow and produce large 
yields on almost any kind - of land. 
Plant like Irish potatoes, though not 
quite so deep—^four inches is deep 
enough. Cultivate shallow, and the 
“chokes” will do the rest.—Farm and

We handle the bulk of our 
apple crop in standard fifty pound 
boxes and out" pluins. peaches and can¬ 
taloups all go in the crates adapted 
for handling them, which' are attrac¬ 
tive to the‘‘buyer. The 'bushel apple 
box lias greatly increased the demand 
for apples arid many boxes are sold- to 
individual, families which would hot 
buy a barrel at ; a time. The half 
bushel box will, strike a lot more good 
customers in families who now buy, 
Only'by the quarter's Worth, The great 
advantage of fruit in small packages 
is that it sells direct to the retail, 
trade without breaking of the package 
or remeasuring the contents. A gfeat 
many of the common groceries which 
are tlow sold in neat pasteboard pass¬ 
ages Were formerly doled- out in bulk 
and they are all used more extensively* 
since being put up in attractive car- 
toaa.—Fieid and Farm. ,
